Tranquillity— Organized Relief Corps 


Are Hard at Work— Village of Mon­ 


terey Not the Only One to Suffer. 


Monterey, Mex, Aug. 31.—With 800 
bodies recovered and burled In Mon­ 
terey, 2,000 U now the estimate of the 
city authorities of those who lost their 
lives throughout the valley of the 
Santa Catarina river. The number of 
homeless, many destitute, Is placed at 
between 15,000 and 20,000. 
The Santa Catarina at Monterey has 
subsided sufficiently to permit a pas­ 
sage into the district lying to the 
south, and a visit to that section re­ 
vealed an appalling condition. 
People who had been fcaved from the 
Bood of Saturday morning had been 
without food until when a small 
amount of bread and beans was got 
across on cables. 
On the south side of the river evi­ 
dences of the terrible destruction 
wrought by the flood were to be seen 
on every side. Five blocks of the dis­ 
trict were as though they had never 
existed, and in the remaining portion 
of the district bodies were being taken 
from the ruins and buried by a party 
of gendarmes sent across for the pur­ 
pose. 
Bight hundred bodies have been re­ 
covered in Monterey alone. 
Thus far no Americans have been 
reported lost 
Reports from the country up and 
down tho valley aro hard to obtain, 
a all telegraph communication has 
been cut off in these directions. Most 
of the homeless are in destitute cir­ 
cumstances and relief is badly needed. 
Reports from down the river state 
that many bodies have been recovered, 
but there are many that will never 
be accounted for, as the river bed is 
filled with quicksand. 
The authorities are doing all In their 
power and the federal government has 
sent $50,000 In money and provisions 
for the relief of tho sufferers.

SMALL VILLAGES SUFFERED 


Monterey Not Alone In Disaster by 
Flood. 
Laredo, Tex.. Aug. SI.—While con­ 
ditions are gradually being brought 
hack to normal as fast as willing 
workers can bring about results, it 
will be maifcy days before Monterey 
will resume Its wonted tranquillity. 
The various organized relief corps 
are busily engaged each locking after 
their especially appointed tasks. Com­ 
missions are endeavoring to secure 
identification of the dead bodies a3 
they are brought in by searchers, 
while other committees are charged 
with the duty of seeing to the shelter­ 
ing and feeding of tho thousands of 
homeless who wander distracted about 
the scene of the flood, hoping against 
hope that they may be able to en­ 
counter missing relatives or at least 
recover their bodies and give them a 
Christian 
burial. 
The 
authorities 
have taken prompt steps to overcome 
the chaotic conditions that existed for 
fully two days after the crest of the 
flocd had been reached and after a 
great number of persons had been 
drowned by the raging waters. 
While the poor are the greater suf­ 
ferers. the rich as well were more or 
lees inconvenienced and were com­ 
pelled to leave their residences. They 
did not suffer the loss of furniture. 
Of the 400 o more bodies thus 
far recovered about 30 per cent have 
been identified and have been interred. 
Press reports have estimated the 
loss of life at anywhere from 400 to 
1,200 lives, but private Individuals 
venture flguros even more astound­ 
ing. A prominent capitalist in Mon­ 
terey, Pedro Trevino, who is identified 
with many important establishments 
In that city, has hazarded the asser­ 
tion that the death roll will eventual­ 
ly reach 2,000. 
There are several little pubelocitos, 
or small villages, containing from 50 
to IOO inhabitants located along the 
banks of the river to the south of 
Monterey and it is reported that these 
bave been completely wiped opt and 
their inhabitants drowned. 
The city still remains in darkness. 
When nightfall comes there Is allays 
a motley crowd wending its way in the 
direction of the scene of the flood, 
whlqh seems, to exercise a deep fasci­ 
nation over them. 


Spaniards and Moors In 9angninary 
Conflict. 
Lisbon, Aug. 31.—A dispatch from 
Mellila to Dlaro de Notlclas says that 
reinforcements have been sent to 
Restinga and Elarba, which has con­ 
siderably weakened the Spanish po­ 
sitions around Gurugu. The Moors 
took advantage of the opportunity and 
have been bombarding Alhucemas day 
and night, their shells causing great 
havoc In the town, as two of the 
Schneider batteries which were the 
principal defense had been sent to 
Elarba, where General Marina is es­ 
tablishing an entrenchment as a cen­ 
ter for future operation?. 
A dispatch to Mundo from Melilla 
says that great fights took place at 
Cabo Morena and Sidimusa Sunday. 
The Moors lost 650 men and the 
Spanish about 300. The enemy has 
been reinforced by the Beni Uriagel 
tribe, forming two columns, one under 
El Mezian, a renowned mountain chief, 
to defend Gurugu and attack the Me* 
milan district, the other under El 
Chaldy to defend Nador and Selouan. 
El Chaldy's knowledge of fortifica­ 
tions is expected to render most diffi­ 
cult the 
Spanish 
advances. 
The 
Spanish convoy on Its way to Restin­ 
ga was attacked, the Spanish losses 
being IO killed and 38 wounded.

ON THECOTTAGE 


President Taft to Make Beverly 
Summer Capital Again, 


TOWNSPEOPLE ARE REJOICING 


Pleased to Learn That the President 


W ill 
Be With Them Again Next 


8ummer— Henry Hoyt Selected as 


Counsellor General of the State De­ 


partment— Will Deal With All Large 


Legal Questions. 


Beverly, Mass., Aug. 31.—President 
Taft disposed of important rtate de­ 
partment matters with Secretary Knox 
and closed an exceptionally busy af­ 
ternoon with the announcement that 
lie has decided to make Beverly the 
summer capital again next year. Mr. 
Taft has taken another season’s lease 
of the cottage on Woodbury Point and 
the town is rejoicing. 
Among the announcements made 
was the selection of Henry Hoyt, for­ 
mer solicitor general, as counsellor of 
the state department. This is a newly 
created office, and Secretary Knox 
expressed himself as delighted that 
he was able to secure tho services of 
Mr. Hoyt to give the new office a 
proper dignity from the very first. 
The counsellor of the department will 
deal with all the large legal questions 
and will have especial supervision 
over the negotiation of treaties. The 
important Japanese treaty is to be en­ 
tered into within the next two years 
and Mr. Hoyt will devote himself 
largely to the framing of this meas­ 
ure and to preparing the preliminary 
foundation for the negotiations. In­ 
ternational law will be the field of 
the counsellor and Secretary Knox 
feels that a long existing want in the 
department has been happily filled. 


Organization of New Bureau. 
Secretary Knox also took up with 
the president the organization of the 
new Far Eastern bureau of the state 
department and announced an addi­ 
tional appointment to that service. It 
was stated several days ago that Ed­ 
ward T. Williams, United States con­ 
sul general at Tientsin, China, had 
been selected for work in this bureau. 
Mr. Knox announced that Hanaford 
Stevens Miller, Jr., Japanese secretary 
and interpreter of the American lega­ 
tion at Tokio, would return to the 
United States to enter the new depart­ 
ment. While no head of the bureau 
has been decided upon, it is said the 
honor will fall either to Mr.-Williams 
or to Mr. Miller. 
The Far Eastern bureau, newly 
created, will have for its purpose tile 
fostering of American trade relatic.u 
in the Orient. President Taft is es­ 
pecially interested in this direction. 
Secretary Knox has had the task of 
selecting the members of the new 
bureau and has proceeded with great 
deliberation. He is anxious to select 
men thoroughly familiar with the peo­ 
ple and customs of the Orient. 
Secretary Knox made the further 
announcement that Charles M. Pepper 
and M. H. Davis, special agents of 
the department of commerce and la­ 
bor, have been transferred to the new 
bureau of tradd relations on the 
tariff in the state department.

STATEMENT BY 
MRJARRIMAN 


Declares That the Famous Fi­ 


nancier Is All Right. 


REPORTERS MADE REQUEST 


Weary Scribes Urged the Railroad 
Magnate to Break the Silence Con­ 
cerning His Illness, 'Which Bred 
Wild 
and 
Sensational 
Rumors. 
Newspaper Men Requested to With­ 
draw From Vicinity of the Harri­ 
man Home. 


Arden, N. Y., Aug. 31.—Edward H. 
Harriman, urged by weary represen­ 
tatives of the press who have camped 
about 
his 
mountain 
home 
since 
Wednesday last, came out with a 
statement that he was all 
right. 
Though 
brief, 
the 
statement 
is 
straightforward and explicit, with per­ 
haps a touch of patient resentment at 
the surveillance to which he has been 
subjected and a request that report­ 
ers withdraw, not so much for his 
sake, hut for his friends, who have 
been intersected dally coming to and 
from his residence by zealous inter­ 
viewers eager for the latest bit of in­ 
formation. It concludes thus frankly: 
“If there should be anything serious 
I will let the press know, and as I 
have never deceived th^m, I ask that 
the press now withdraw its represen­ 
tatives and rely on me.” 
The message was so characteristic 
of Mr. Harriman’s affable attitude to 
newspapers, an attitude which was 
marked 
when 
he 
underwent 
the 
strain of a lengthy interview on the 
day of his return, that most of the 
men who have been here during the 
scare over his illness returned to 
New York, relying on his word. 
The general opinion is that Mr. 
Harriman would have broken bis si­ 
lence long ere now had he realized 
how his continued silence and that 
of his family and associates bred wild 
and sensational rumors. 
It was by impressing this upon Mr. 
Harriman that the statement was ob­ 
tained. 
The 
newspaper 
reporters 
held a conference, drew up a letter 
and sent it to the Arden house by 
special delivery. It read as follows: 
Asked for a Statement. 
“Owing to the sensational stories 
from irresponsible sources we ask 
that you issue an authoritative state­ 
ment in regard to your physical con­ 
dition. Nothing but that can refute 
these alarmist reports. 
“One story says that an operation 
was performed on you on Friday and 
that Monday is the first day you have 
been outside since Friday.” 
Mr. Harriman evidently decided to 


act soon after the receipt of the let­ 
ter, for Superintendent Ford of the 
estate brought his employer’s answer 
down from the house in the afternoon. 
The statement, which had been made 
public In New York earlier in the af­ 
ternoon was written on a sheet of the 
Arden house stationery. Miss Mary 
Harriman, the railroad man’s daugh­ 
ter, wrote it at his dictation, but 
across the top of the first page Mr. 
Harriman had written this messago 
with his own hand: 
“Gentlemen—Thanks for your let­ 
ter of today. The statement below 
was made by me over telephone to­ 
day and published. You see ft covers 
the whole subject.” 
In the statement Mr. Harriman ad­ 
mitted that there was a consultation 
between specialists at his house, but 
that they decided there was nothing 
serious the matter with him. He did 
not mention any possibility of an 
operation. 
With the reassuring news, the New 
York stock market settled itself and 
advances were general. The effect 
on the Harriman 
stocks T/as of 
course most apparent but there was 
a 
bouyant 
tendency 
everywhere 
manifest. 
Residents 
hereabout 
re­ 
ceived the statement with gratifica­ 
tion, for many of them, despite pri­ 
vate information of a reassuring na­ 
ture, feared that their prominent 
neighbor was in a critical condition.

wage question.

failure to agree upon any one of the 
several propositions for a settlement, 
the companies formally offered arbi­ 
tration and prepared to awalt the an­ 
swer of the men, upon which hinges 
the possibility of a great strike. 
W. D. Mahon, president of the In­ 
ternational Union of Street Car Em­ 
ployes, told the traction heads he 
would reply to the proposal for arbi­ 
tration after he had sqbmitted the 
’question to the men. 
Several con­ 
ferences of union committees will be 
£eld today and it is likely a decision 
will be reached. 
If the men do not 
favor the arbitration plan there is 
apparently nothing for them to do but 
strike, as the companies intimate they 
are through proposing wage scales.

Congressmen in Honolulu. 
► Honolulu, Aug. 31.—The congres­ 
sional delegation which sailed from 
San Francisco Aug. 24 to pass a fort­ 
night sightseeing in the Hawaiian 
group as the guests of the business 
men of the islands, arrived on the 
Pacific Mail liner Siberia.

Off Newfoundland Coast and on tho 
Grand Banks Floss and Bsrgs Ars 
Proving a Monaca to Shipping—Fish­ 
ing Floats’ 
Businssa Badly Ham­ 
pered. 


The present year continues to m ain­ 
tain its unenviable notoriety for the 
seriousness of the iceberg peril. 
In 
the first week of August icebergs 
were as numerous about the New­ 
foundland coast as they have ever 
been in midwinter and more num er­ 
ous than at the same time in any year 
of the past quarter century. 
The 
whole of Newfoundland’s eastern sea­ 
board and the Grand banks also are 
thickly strewn with these floating 
Islets that spell destruction for every 
vessel that hits them. Daily the steam ­ 
ships plying in these waters report 
sighting scores, If not hundreds, of 
bergs, and one passenger ship from 
New York to St. John’s, N. F., counted 
over a thousand during twenty-four 
hours. 
What they mean to ships a t this 
sealion is shown by the fact of three 
steamers having been crippled by them 
in the past few days. On July 2& the 
steam freighter Bergulus entered St. 
John's with ber bow battered in by 
contact with a berg in a dense fog off 
Clape ftac£. 
She was so seriously in­ 
jured that a deck load of machinery 
had to be Jettisoned an# JOO tons of 
coal thrown overboard, but even with 
this relief sh©., barely succeeded in 
tricking1 port. 
Three days later the 
Black Diamond liner Bonavlsta, with 
seventy passengers aboard, made port, 
also with her bow stove In. 
A t the 
Impact her passengers stampeded to 
the deck and rushed for the boats, and 
only the most strenuous exertions on 
the part of the officers averted a trag­ 
edy. At the same time the Canadian 
Pacific line steamship Montrose was 
lying off Cape Race for four days, re­ 
pairing damages caused by running 
into another berg while on her way to 
Montreal with 300 passengers. 
She 
was badly battered forward, and the 
British warship Brilliant stood by her 
until she effected repairs to enable her 
to reach her destination. 
Several other steamships more or 
less crippled from contact w ith ice 
had to make the same port recently, 
and there are a few missing and over­ 
due vessels. 
Fishing Fiesta Hampered. 
Navigation along the Canadian route 
has been seriously hampered by the 
presence of the bergs and floes in 
these latitudes. 
Belle Isle strait bas 
been closed till an unusually late pe­ 
riod, and the Labrador waters have 
been rendered very dangerous. 
The 
fishing fleet from Newfoundland, num­ 
bering 1,500 vessels and employing 
some 25,000 persons, had been unable 
to operate there up to a recent date, 
and it looks as if the catch of cod on 
the. coast for this sum mer wou Id be 


seriously curtailed, owing to the long 
continuance of the ice pack. Even on 
the section of the Newfoundland sea­ 
board from St. John’s to Cape Race 
bergs are so abundant now th at fish­ 
ing operations nre practically suspend­ 
ed, as men have to take their nets out 
of the water to prevent them from be­ 
ing destroyed. 
As the Labrador flsnery represents 
one-third of the annual catch of cod by 
the people of Newfoundland, It can 
easily be seen how serious a situation 
this iceberg incubus represents, and as 
the season is short at best the situation 
is causing much concern. 
On ihe Grand banks, too, the trawl­ 
ers are hampered by the presence of 
bergs, and all the big liners are obliged 
to slow down In passing. The story of 
Icebergs in the north Atlantic shows 


nothing to resemble the conditions that 
prevail At present. 
Caus* of Many Marino Tragedies. 
No one can explain why these ice 
conditions exist in certain years and 
not in others. Not since 1863 baa there 
been any approach to the present con­ 
dition, and In that year much less in­ 
convenience was felt, as business in­ 
terests did not demand such regular 
communication as at present. 
In the 
spring of 1890 floes and bergs were nu­ 
merous in the north Atlantic, and a 
number of .marine tragedies resulted 
which nro attributed to this causa. 
Four stout steamers, with an aggre­ 
gate list of nearly 300, oue or two 
having some passengers aboard, van­ 
ished, and it has always been believed 
that ice was the cause of their disap­ 
pearance. In the spring of 1899, again, 
ten freight steamships, with 880 souls, 
vanished in the same way. 
All had 
left American ports at dates which 
would bring them together on the 
Grand banks, and the theory always 
has been that they were caught In 
the floes there and, a hurricane spring*- 
Ing up, were pounded to pieces. In the 
present year, however, the floes have 
been even worse than on these occa­ 
sions, and the harbor of St. John’s 
has been lcebonnd and sealed up 
against all arriving and departing ves­ 
sels even more securely than if stir* 
rounded by a blockading fleet. 
Monster Massas of Ice. 
The worst feature of this iceberg 
situation is that all the bergs and 
floes are now drifting south into the 
track of New York liners. The more 
ice there is the more fog will follow, 
since the m ist that always overhangs 
the Grand banks is due to the steam 
generated by the commingling of the 
gulf stream with the arctic current 
and its burden of Ice. 
The bergs, 
moreover, are of monstrous size, and 
the larger they are, of course, tbs 
longer they take to melt and the far­ 
ther south they are carried before they 
disappear. 
There are always during 
the summer months more or less of 
these silent destroyers cruising to­ 
ward the ocean lane south of the 
Grand banks, and this year promises 
to witness a record number. 
Until 
ten years ago accidents to liners from 
collision with these were numerous, as 
then the sailing track of the New 
York 
“greyhounds” 
traversed 
the 
southern end of the Grand banks, 
which, owing to the meeting of the 
currents, is where most of tbe bergs 
are found. 
Disasters became so com­ 
mon that an international conference 
was called which resulted in shifting 
the ocean lane nearly 200 miles farther 
south. 
Last year one of tbe big German 
fliers struck a berg, luckily without 
injuring herself, but it is rarely that 
steamers survive an encounter with 
these ice masses, as only one-eighth of 
the total volume of tbe berg appears 
above water, and its contour belrw 
may be very different from th at above, 
so that when a steamer ram s an ice­ 
berg she may disturb Its equilibrium 
and cause it to topple over.—St. John’s 
(N. F.) Cor. New York Post.

It appears, according to Information 
obtained from a prominent official of 
the Interior department, that Mr. Taft 
was informed of Mr. Ballinger'* for­ 
mer connection with the Cunninghams 
at the time that Mr. Taft was build­ 
ing his cabinet. 
Mr. Ballinger volun­ 
teered the information, but the presi­ 
dent could not see that It constituted 
a bar to Mr. Ballinger’s acceptance of 
the office of the secretary of the In 
terior.
